Miss M. D. Carran, Dental Hy¬ 
gienist with the Chinook Health 
unit, will be conducting a Dental 
Clinic for the residents of the Crows 
Nest Pass area. Similar clinics 
have been held in Fort Macleod 
and at Pincher Creek. 

All pre-school children may have 
their teeth examined, cleaned and 
a topical application of Stannous 
Fluoride applied. The clinics will 
be held in the office of the Chinook 
Health unit in Blairmore from June 
1st to June 19th, and residents 
who wish to avail themselves of 
this free public health service 
should make their appointments 
now by calling the office in Blair¬ 
more School children residing in 
the Pass area who missed their 
appointments, when the dental clin¬ 
ics were being held in the schools, 
may also book appointments. 

Inasmuch as the prime concern 
of the deafc' ion •- 

schools and Pit mts* pre^ Jiooi 
clinics, is to detect cavities, and 
thus notify the parents oi the pres¬ 
ent dental conditions, there is an 
even greater threat to dental 
health, which often goes unnoticed. 

This menace — malocdusion, or 
crooked teeth, is becoming an ever 
increasing problem. The high car¬ 
ies incidence, we hope, will de¬ 
crease in time with the utilization 
of fluoridated water supplies and 
topical application of Stannous 
Fluoride to the teeth. 

However, only the dentist can 
rectify malocclusion, and then, only 
if the child is taken to him in 
time. Neglect to seek immediate 
dental treatment in this field of¬ 
ten leads to no cure at all, in 
which case, speech problems may 
result. More strain is placed on 
gums and teeth because the teeth 
do not meet and function properly, 
and irregular teeth cause embar¬ 
rassment which may cause more 
serious problems of social adjust¬ 
ment.

deer fawns, moose calves, bear cubs and lynx 
kittens. All of the passionate cooing, fond¬ 
ling, nursing and training in the world is not 
going to mitigate the frightful offence thus 
committed against a terrorized wild creature, 
they said. Many of these forays into the ani¬ 
mals' family affairs are conducted by people 
who are sincerely concerned about wildlife 
welfare. 

Officers of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
are required to enforce Section 7 of the Game 
Act with the same impartiality that they en¬ 
force other statutes. They do not relish haul¬ 
ing into court misguided wildlife 'philanthro¬ 
pists", because public misunderstanding of 
nature's affairs weighs heavily in favor of the 
defendant. The truly conscientious officer is. 
thereby represented as an unfeeling monster, 
deprived of common human sympathy. How¬ 
ever, his duties include the enforcement of 
laws designed with scientific precision, in the 
total interest of these important natural re¬ 
sources. 

Alberta citizens are constantly admonish¬ 
ed to drive carefully on highways and spare 
their roadside neighbors; they should do no 
less for their wildlife friends - "Walk care¬ 
fully in the woods and neither disturb nor mo¬ 
lest its inhabitants." 

The trust and curiosity that we imagine 
we see in the eyes of young wiIdlings is the 
innocence of children. Do not allow it to en¬ 
courage heartless deprivation, wanton cap¬ 
ture, and a grubby domestic destiny for crea¬ 
tures that are glorious only in freedom. 

Leave young wild animals and birds in 
the woods where they belong, the wildlife of¬ 
ficers say.

A Summer Burning 

I've been reading Hal Boyle's book, A Sum¬ 
mer Burning, just published by Doubleday & 
Company. It has filled me with nostalgia for 
my own boyhood in a small Manitoba town. 
Boyle's novel has a farm locale, but that's 
fine by me because we town kids spent every 
possible hour on nearby farms and usually 
worked on a farm in Summer Holidays. 

What I remember, however, is the small 
town itself and the things we did. There was 
a local grist mill. There was a water tower 
which even the most timid boy in town climb¬ 
ed. The daredevils stood with only one foot 
on the little pipe at its very top. 

The skating rink was the social centre in 
Winter. Every boy in town, I think, had a 
season's ticket. Best sport of all was to get 
into the rink in Spring, after the season had 
closed, and steal some skating. The thrill of 
wondering about being caught at it was half 
the fun. 

Adults don't seem to skate very much these 
days. We skated almost every night in Win¬ 
ter, and in the Spring we either "broke in" 
to the rink (the caretaker always left a wind¬ 
ow open for us), or trudged a mile or two to 
the nearby ponds. Finding rubber ice was 
big stuff. 

There was, in my town as in all others, a 
Chinese restaurant. This was the gathering 
spot for the kids. How Barry Lee put up with 
us I don't know. He's an old man now, but 
he remembers every youngster from the town. 
A favorite sport is to go back home and call at 
Barry's. He ALWAYS remembers the name! 

Saturday night was a big night. All the 
farmers came to town, the movies changed, 
and there was a dance in the Town Hall. 

These are things you will remember when 
you read Boyle's book, A Summer Burning. 
You'll enjoy his recollections; but you'll en¬ 
joy even more the way his story prompts your 
own memory to bring up long-forgotten ad¬ 
ventures. 

I haven't quite finished the novel yet. I 
won't tell you the story, for that would spoil 
it. I'm reading it slowly, a chapter at a time, 
savoring it. I hope you get yourself a copy 
and read it too. If you come from a farm or a 
small town, it will be a genuine joy to you.

Jack plunged into the water and 
pulled her to shore.

The warning signs had 
been blown down by a high wind. 

This heroic act won Jack a Jun¬ 
ior Citizen of the Year Award.

N. E. S. News 

Q—What should I do if I give up 
my job and am not going back 
to insurable employment? 

A—Bring or send your insurance 
book to the nearest local office 
of the Commission for safe¬ 
keeping, and ask for a receipt. 
Make a record of your insur¬ 
ance number, and keep it so 
that when you return to insur¬ 
able employment, your contri¬ 
butions can be continued un¬ 
der your original number. Do 
not get another number; if you 
do, you may lose credit for 
contributions you have already 
paid. 

Q—If I was insured in the United 
States under their unemploy- 
polyment compensation laws 
before coming to Canada, can 
I obtain any benefit in Canada? 

A—Consult your local office to see 
whether you can claim benefit 
under the law of the state 
where you were insured. Ar¬ 
rangements have been made 
between Canada and most of 
the States for paying benefit 
to a person who proves that 
he is unemployed in Canada. 

Q—What happens if I have been 
insured in Canada and later 
go to the United States to 
work and become unemployed 
there? 

A—Apply at a local office of the 
State Employment Service In 
the United States. If it is a 
local office in a State which 


has an agreement with Canada 
you may apply there for bene¬ 
fit based on contributions 

Which you made in Canada. 
But if you live in a border 

town or city you should make 

your claim in person at the 
nearest Canadian office of the 
National Employment Service. 
If you are only visiting the 
U.S.A., the U.S. immigration 
laws don't allow you to accept 
work there. Therefore, you ate 
not considered to be available 
for work and cannot draw 

benefit during your stay. 

Q—Is the Employment Service 
available to all workers? 

A—Yes. It makes no difference 
whether you are employed in 
insurable or non-insurable em¬ 
ployment.
